SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE LIFE AND PASSING OF 
SENATOR DR. J. C. F. SIEGFRIEDT 


Former Senator, Dr. J. C. F. Siegfriedt, was called from this life 
December 10, 1940, at the City of Red Lodge, Carbon County, Montana. 


In appreciation of our late Senator’s public services, life and accom- 
plishments, let the following be placed of record in the State Senate of the 
Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Dr. Siegfriedt was born at Davenport, Iowa, June 25, 1879, grew to 
manhood in that State, taking his pre-medical training at the University of 
Iowa. He worked and played his way through college, graduating from 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, University of Illinois, in 1902. 
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After spending some time at Sentinel Butte, North Dakota, and at 
Wibaux, Montana, he went to the City of Red Lodge, Montana, in 1904, 
the same year he was married to Lily Campbell Beggs, of Chicago. 


In 1906 he moved to the town of Bearcreek, Montana, where he lived 
for twenty-six years and while residing there served five terms as Mayor. 
He returned to Red Lodge in 1930 and was serving his second term there as 
Mayor at the time of his death. 


From 1921 to 1925 he graced the State Senate of the State of Montana 
by his membership. 


A man of science, his consuming hobby was that of palentology. His 
work in this bore fruit in the discovery of fossils in the Beartooth mountain 
area, which activity won widespread publicity for Red Lodge and Montana 
and contributed to the selection of a site in Carbon County by the Princeton 
University geologists. 


He served his country during the World War as a lieutenant in the 
Army Medical Corps, and was a member of the American Legion. 


Fraternally, he was a member of the B. P. O. Elks and Eagles lodges. 


Familiarly and affectionately known as “Doc”, he was always plugging 
not only for his home town but for the State of Montana; always an ardent 
booster for highways. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Senate of the State 
of Montana, at the City of Helena, the Capital, the tenth day of January, 
A. D. 1941, that the members of this Senate hereby extend their sincere 
sympathy to the widow and other relatives of the late Dr. J. C. F. Siegfriedt, 
and that this resolution be spread upon the Senate Journal, and that a copy 
hereof be transmitted to his widow, at Red Lodge, Montana.

WHEREAS, the problem of Nationa] Defense is uppermost in the minds 
of the Administration and large expenditures are being authorized for this 
purpose, we submit that it would be a poor policy of defense to neglect the 
conservation of our land and water and human resources on this account, 
since they form as important an item in the strength of the nation as bullets 


or battleships or planes or tanks, for they are the best defense against - | 


conditions that are bound to arise after the war is over. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, By the Senate, that the

The one of 
whom I speak, Dr. H. H. Swain, who at the time of his death was serving” 
as Executive Secretary of the University of Montana, was one of Mon- 
tana’s honored men. He came to our State as a professor in Economics 
at the Montana State Normal College in 1898. In 1901 he was chosen as 
President of the institution, serving in that capacity until] 1912. From) 
1913 to 1917 he served as Assistant State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. 

He served as Executive Secretary of the University of Montana from 
1917 until the time of his death, and was also acting Chancellor in 1922 
and 1928. He was twice appointed by the Governor of this State to repre-" 
sent Montana at the International Tax Conference, and once at the Na- 
tional Conference on Trusts and Monopolies. He was President of the 
Montana Educational Association in 1910. His religious and fraternal affilia- 
tions were with the Phi: Beta Kappa fraternity and the Masonic Order, 
and all his life he was a prominent member of the Episcopal Church. Such 
men as Dr. Swain, distinguished scholar and citizen, will be missed in the 
affairs of men in our State.

RESOLUTION TOUCHING UPON THE LIFE AND DEATH 
OF THE HONORABLE THOMAS KANE 


WHEREAS, the members of the State Senate of the Twenty-seventh 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, have learned with deep 
regret of the. departure from this life on March 20th, 1939 of a very highly 
respected former member of this Senate, the Honorable Thomas Kane. 


Tommy, who was of Scotch-Irish descent, was born at Kingston, Ontario, 
on August 23rd, 1878. He attended the grade schools and high school in 
Kingston and thereafter attended normal school. He taught school for one 
year at Kingston Mills. He then came to the United States, and lived for 
a time in New York. Later he moved to Wisconsin and finally moved to the 
Bitter Root Valley of Montana in 1899, where in 1907 he purchased the farm 
upon which he was residing at the time of his passing. 


Tommy was married on June 6, 1909 to Miss Grace Laws, a member 
of a pioneer Bitter Root family. He was the proud father of four children, 
Tom, Clare, Doris and Jim. 


Tommy was a member of the Masonic and Odd Feelows Lodges, and 
an honorary member of the organization of Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


In 1914 he was elected Senator from Ravalli County, on the Bull-Moose 
ticket. In 1922 he again ran for the Senate and was elected, and was re- 
elected in 1926 and again in 1930. 


Tommy, who had an unblemished reputation in public life, and was 
one of the most respected men that ever sat as a member of this body, 
was twice chosen to be President pro tempore of the Senate. He served 
in this position with fairness and fearlessness, treating all men with equality. 


A fine tribute to the man may be found in the following quotation 
from Brian Hooker’s translation of Rostand’s Cyrano de Bergerac. It is 
Cyrano speaking: 


“What would you have me do? 

Seek for the patronage of some great man, 
And like a creeping vine on a tall tree 

Crawl upward, where I cannot stand alone? 
No, thank you. : 

To sing, to laugh, to dream, 

To walk in my own way and be alone, 

Free, with an eye to see things as they are— 
At a word, a yes, a no, 

To fight—or write. To travel any road 
Under the sun, under the stars, nor doubt 

If fame or fortune lie beyond the bourne— 
Never to make a line I have not heard 

In my own heart; yet, with all modesty 

To say: ‘My soul, be satisfied with flowers, 
With fruit, with weeds even; to gather them 
In the one garden you may call your own.’ 
So, when I win some triumph, by some chance, 
Render no share to Caesar—in a word, 

I am too proud to be a parasite 

And if my nature wants the germ that grows 
Towering to heaven like the mountain pine, 
Or like the oak, sheltering multitudes— 

I stand, not high it may be—but alone!”

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE LIFE AND PASSING OF THE LATE 
HONORABLE CHARLES CALVIN CONSER 


BE IT oe ae BY THE STATE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MON- 
TANA: 


WHEREAS, it hath pleased the Divine Creator to remove from the 
active duties of life, our late former member of this body, it is fitting 
and proper and appropriate that we give recognition of the esteem with 
which Senator C. C. Conser will at all times be revered. 


Senator C. C. Conser passed from this life March 21st, 1939, in the 
city of Washington, Capital of the Nation, in the midst of his active duties, 
at the time of conducting a staff meeting as Director of the Western Divi- 
sion of the Agricultural Adjustment Act. 


Senator Conser was born on a farm at. Sand Springs, Iowa, February 
20, 1875. With his family he removed to Ellendale, North Dakota, where 
he received his elementary and high school education, graduating at the 
age of 15 years. He was engaged in teaching school for several terms 
and later attended the University of Minnesota from which he received the — 
degree of Bachelor of Science in 1908. He became instructor of science of 
the high school at Windom, Minnesota, superintendent of city schools at 
Elk River, Minnesota, where in 1911 he resigned active educational work 
and removed to Montana where he engaged in the pursuit of farming near 
Plevna, Montana, until the year 1980. 


After becoming a resident of Montana, he retained his interest in edu- 
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cational development and in civic matters for the upbuilding of his new 
home. His interest in the community life where he lived brought him into 
the many fields of county, state and national life. He served as clerk and 
trustee of the Plevna public schools; president of the Farmers Co-operative 
Association; president of the Fallon County Farm Bureau, director of the 
Montana State Fair Association; Advisory Council of the Montana State 
College; instructor, Agricultural Economics, Montana State College; Assist- 
ant Chief, Wheat Section and principal Agricultural Director, Western 
Division A. A. A., at the time of his demise. 


Senator Conser was a member of Sandstone Lodge of the Masonic fra- 
ternity, Helena Consistory and became a Noble of the Mystic Shrine Feb- 
ruary 21, 1921, with which body he was affiliated at the time of his demise. 


Senator Conser was known in our state as an official who always 
answered the call from his people. He served them with diligence and de- 
votion, and was active in matters which concerned the welfare of the state, 
as a member of the House of Representatives of the Sixteenth (1919) and 
the Seventeenth (1921) Sessions of the Legislative Assembly, and as Senator 
of Fallon County in the Eighteenth (1928) and Nineteenth (1925) Sessions 
of the Legislative Assembly. He served as President Pro Tem of the Nine- 
teenth Legislative Assembly. His careful attention to detail, his honesty 
of purpose and his loyalty to his people enabled him to become a true and 
honorable servant of the people he admired so well.

WHEREAS, The growing of sugar beets under normal expansion of 
acreage and adequate protection for the industry will guarantee farmers a

| WHEREAS, We strongly maintain that the larger part of the sugar 
industry in the United States belongs to the American farmers and Ameri- 
Can labor, and 


| WHEREAS, We vigorously oppose refined sugar entering the United 
: States from any of our insular possessions; we urge that only raw sugar 
come into this country and the refining of same be done by American refin- 
-eries and the labor given to American laborers, and 


WHEREAS, We quote from Page 5 of the speech by Senator Thomas 
4 Idaho, given ‘July 29, 1940, quoting L. J. Taber, Master of the National 
Grange: 


“Since 1934 we have reduced the duty on imports of sugar from 
Cuba from 2 to 0.9 cents per pound. Between September 38, 1934, 
and December 31, 1989, the Treasury sustained a loss of revenue 
in this connection amounting to $133,924,000. In the meantime, the 
retail price of sugar to the consumer has not been reduced to the 
extent of a single mill. The chief beneficiaries have been some of 
the biggest banks of Wall Street, which own the major portion of 
the Cuban sugar industry,” and 


WHEREAS, The sugar program has not helped either the grower or 
the consumer. The radical reductions in the sugar tariff have destroyed 
millions of dollars of purchasing power among the growers in the sugar 
beet industry. The contention that increased trade with Cuba justifies the 
present low tariff and acreage restrictions for farmers is a theoretical and 
economic mistake. The record shows that the present sugar program cost 
the United States $42,800,000 per year to carry on its trade with Cuba during 
the last three years. The demand for a change in this program becomes 
a public necessity for the United States, and an economic emergency for 
all beet growers.

| Versity and Beloit College in Wisconsin. He was admitted to the lowa State 
| Bar in 1897. 


On June 14, 1898, he was married to Miss Helen Graham at Chicago, 
and in 1906 they moved to Perkins County, South Dakota, and in 1913 Sena- 
‘tor Davis and his family moved to Montana. 








Senator Davis’ first entry into political life of Montana was in 1915 
when he was appointed to fill an unexpired term in the office of Auditor 
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of Rosebud County, and he was re-elected to the same office for two terms. 
Thereafter he served as County Treasurer of Rosebud County for two terms. 


In 1925 Senator Davis started in the dairy business near Howard, Mon-

tana, in Rosebud County, and continued in that business until 1935, when | 


he again returned to Forsyth to live. 


He was elected State Senator from Rosebud County in 1938, and was 
a member of this body at the time of his passing. Mrs. Davis preceded him 
in death, passing away April 10, 1940.

Davis, of Huntley, Captain J. W. Davis of Missoula, and G. G. Davis of _ 


Waterloo, Iowa. 


Senator Davis was active in political matters in Montana for many

A MEMORIAL IN RELATION TO THE UNIFORM GRAIN STORAGE 
AGREEMENT AS IT PERTAINS TO THE STATE OF MONTANA 
AND THE COMMODITY CREDIT CORPORATION. 


TO THE COMMODITY CREDIT CORPORATION; TO THE HONORABLE 
CLAUDE R. WICKARD, SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE; TO THE

WHEREAS, The Commodity Credit Corporation has, in its Uniform 
Grain Storage Agreement, set rates for storage and handling of wheat at 
a level which may result in a lower annual revenue to warehousemen than 
could be obtained under the Montana statutory rates, and since it appears 
that marketing conditions in Montana were not sufficiently considered by 
pe Commodity Credit Corporation in establishing such contractual rates, 
an 


WHEREAS, The statutory rates of the Montana Warehouse Act were 
formulated on a careful estimate of what is compensatory over a period of 
years, being the result of study and careful consideration of the exper- 
ience of producers and warehousemen, and 


WHEREAS, The Commodity Credit Corporation has further differed 
in their Uniform Grain Storage Agreement from the Montana Warehouse 
Act by providing no definite cut-off date for storage contracts despite vhe 
desirability again proved by experience in this state for such a cut-off 
date, and 


WHEREAS, This body believes that the rates and definite cut-off date 
as provided in the Montana Warehouse Act are just and proper, being based 
on a study of years of experience among producers and warehousemen, and 
further believes that any rates established by the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration should only be determined after a careful consideration of Montana 
marketing, production and storage experience over a sufficient period of 
years to present an accurate picture of Montana problems. - 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration be urged by this body to investigate and confirm. the conditions 
under which Montana statutory rates were set and thereupon to reconsider 
the terms of its Uniform Storage Agreement insofar as rates of storage 
and provision for a definite cut-off date are concerned, and give serious con- 
sideration to the revision of those sections of the agreement so as to be 
more in agreement with the rates and cut-off date as established by the 
Montana Warehouse Act.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 


The following communication from the Governor was received and 
read: 
February 4, 1941. 
The President of the Senate, 
Senate Chamber, 
Helena, Montana. 


It is not my purpose to deluge your Honorable Body with special mes- 
sages concerning matters that deserve the attention of the Legislative As- 
sembly, but there are some problems connected with our educational sys- 
tem that urgently demand your consideration and I ask your sincerest at- 
tention to them with a view to correcting existing shortcomings. 


Let, me refer, first, to conditions involving the physical plant at the 
Montana State College at Bozeman. Many of the buildings at this in- 
stitution are very old and inadequate for the housing of the students who 
have quadrupled in number since the structures were erected. I may in- 
stance the chemistry building, which was constructed in 1918, when there 
were only 840 students in the institution. Today, with nearly five times 
that total of students, the quarters are manifestly insufficient and the 
work of the College is sorely impeded if not actually impaired by existing 
conditions. It is certainly not too much to say that the situation is de- 
plorable and one that should enlist the sympathy of every friend of higher 
education in the State. 


You know, of course, of the failure of the proposed bond issue at the 
last November election, and you need not be reminded that something must 
be done promptly if we are to meet our obligations to the institution and 
to all those who wish to enroll there. 


Then there is the situation at the Northern Montana College at Havre, . 


where the rapid growth of the comparatively new institution has placed it 
in a position where its good work is seriously hampered for lack of class 
rooms and in other ways. Being the only institution of its kind in that 
great area which we commonly refer to as Northern Montana, it is worthy 
of our enthusiastic support if it is to be continued at all. Montana has 
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established it and therefore, as in the case of the State College, it is the 
duty of Montana to provide adequate support. 


Without attempting to argue further a proposition that must appeal 
to every friend of education in the Assembly, I venture to recommend that 
your Honorable Body appoint a special joint committee whose duty it will 
be to visit these two institutions, make a comprehensive survey of con- 
ditions and report to this session such recommendations as the committee 
may deem justified by the situation revealed by its investigations. By doing 
this at this early date, some solution may be arrived at that will render a 
great service to the colleges and consequently to the many hundreds of 
those enrolled therein.

During the two-year period ending December 31, 1940 the State Board 
of Equalization expended $8,700 for salaries for full time services of 
attorneys. 


Attorneys for this Board devote a large portion of their time to the 
actual collection of delinquent taxes. In the corporation license tax depart- 
ment, counsel for the Board accompanied by the chief corporation license tax 
auditor, averaged $1,000 a day on collection trips outside the state during 
the period mentioned. Large collections also were made in the inheritance 
tax and other departments. 


A terse summary of the activities of counsel for this Board during the 
last two years is presented on Page 8 of the Ninth Biennial Report of this 
Board. We enclose a copy of the report.

Pursuant to your letter of February 4, 1941 in which you advise that a 
motion had been adopted by the Senate of the 27th Legislative Assembly 
requesting that the Railroad Commission, among others, furnish, not later 
than Thursday, February 6, 1941, a statement showing the amounts paid 
in salaries or fees to attorneys for the two year period ending December 31, 
1940, we are pleased to furnish the following statement: 


Sections 3784 and 3896 R. C. M. 1985 provide for the hiring of a Secre- 
tary to the Board of Railroad Commissioners and Public Service Commission 
at a combined salary of $3,600.00 per year. The Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners has always employed a lawyer as secretary so that he can and 
does handle the legal work without extra cost to the State. During the 
year 1939, a total of $3,600.00 was paid to such an employee, and in 1940 
a total of $38,546.77, making a total of $7,146.77 for the two years. In 
November, 1940, John W. Bonner was paid a fee of $250.00 for special legal 
services in the case of the Montana-Dakota Utilities Company vs. the Public 
Service Commission. In this case he appeared before the District Court, 
Lewis and Clark County, prepared reply brief, and argued the case before 
the Supreme Court of Montana. Mr. Bonner was hired in this instance be- 
cause he was familiar with the case, having handled it from the beginning 
when he was secretary of the Commission. 


No attorney, as such is employed by the Montana Trade Commission. 
The Attorney General must assist the Commission in legal proceedings. See 
Section 3948 of original act. Section 3938 authorizes the Commission to 
employ necessary assistants. In the past, an inspector and fieldman has 
been employed by the Commission. Not being an attorney, it was neces- 
sary for the inspector and fieldman to report findings to an attorney. The 
services of an attorney, in addition to the inspector and fieldman, were re- 
quired. Mr. E. M. Keeley was appointed inspector in July, 1940. He is 
also a member of the legal profession and was made a special assistant at- 
torney general and now does the work of the inspector, fieldman, and at- 
torney for the same amount as heretofore paid to the layman inspector. Of- 
ficially, the Attorney General is the legal advisor of the Montana Trade 
Commission and Mr. E. M. Keeley is an inspector. As such, Mr. Keeley 
was paid the sum of $1,183.06 for the period July 24, 1940 to December 
31, 1940.

Replying to the resolution of your honorable body passed on February 
6 regarding premiums collected by the Industrial Accident Fund from State 
Departments, and compensation paid to employees of State Departments, 
during the year 1940, please be advised that in the limited time allowed in 
the resolution, it is impossible for the board to give a detailed list of the 
compensation payments made, since in one department alone, namely the 
Highway Department, there were 241 accidents in the year 1940, The board, 
can, however, and does herewith, submit information which we believe the 
resolution intended to obtain, as follows: 


Please be advised that the total premium collections from the State 
Departments for the year 1940 were $87,355.24, and that the total actual 
cash paid during the year was $54,610.08, and that there was set apart 
under the provisions of Section 2999 out of cash collected and out of the 
Industrial Accident Fund, an additional $63,247.79 for the payment of 
compensation, including death and permanent disability claims. This 
makes an actual cash premium collection of $87,355.24 and total compensa- 
tion obligations for the year of $117,857.87. 


As a matter of illustration, please be advised that the largest premium 
state paying department is the State Highway Commission, and its total 
Payments were $57,139.63 and the actual cash outlay in compensation pay- 
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ments was $28,025.65, but the amounts set apart as required by Section | 
2999 of the Compensation Law for future compensation payments resulting | 
from the accidents of the year 1940 of the employees of the Highway Com- | 
mission was an additional $43,930.51, making a total obligation in com- | 
pensation of $71,956.16 for the Highway Department, as against its premi- | 


um payments of $57,139.68.

With no slightest desire to encroach upon the prerogatives of your 
Honorable Body, I desire to call your attention to a matter that has im- 
pressed itself upon me in connection with consideration of measures that 
have come to me for consideration after final action by both Houses of the 
Assembly. 


In reading these bills it becomes apparent that the vast majority of 
them are so framed as to take effect “upon their passage and approval.” 
This, it seems to me, while not a violation of the letter of the statutes, 
goes contrariwise to the spirit of the law as expressed in Section 90, Revised 
Codes of Montana of 1935, which says: 


“Every statute, unless a different time is prescribed therein, takes 
effect on the first day of July of the year of its passage and approval.” 


Originally the statutes prescribed that there should be a lapse of only 
twenty days between approval and the date of effectiveness of a bill, but 
in 1921 the law was amended to its present provision and thus has: stood 
for twenty years. 


The reason for this time lapse must readily be apparent to all of you. 
Our Session Laws cannot be published by the printers before midsummer, 
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and it is therefore virtually impossible for the attorneys, who of all per- 
sons are supposed to be acquainted with the law, both ancient and recent, 
to acquaint themselves with the changes that have been decreed in many of 


| the statutes existing prior to the meeting of the latest session of the 


i} 





Assembly. This takes no account of the average citizen, who is schooled in 


the maxim that ignorance is no excuse before the law. 


To be sure there are cases of emergency in which it is wise and proper 


| for the Assembly to provide for instant effect of a measure, but in the 


case of most of our legislation there seems no adequate reason for making 
it take effect immediately. I believe it to be a wise provision that a period 
of approximately four months should elapse, in order that the people and 
the attorneys may have some opportunity to acquaint themselves with legis- 
lation affecting their property and perhaps their well-being. 


This message is addressed to you not in a spirit of faultfinding, but 
to present to you a side of the situation that may not have received your 
serious consideration. I would that every measure passed by this Assembly 
might take effect on July 1, save and except in instances where an emer- 
gency demands immediate effectiveness for a measure. This should not 
apply to the repeal of the so-called ‘Hitler Bill.”

‘1758.3. Chattel mortgages and conditional sales contracts on motor

(a) No chattel mortgage or conditional sales contract on a motor 
vehicle shall be valid as against creditors or subsequent purchasers or en- 
ecumbrancers until the mortgage or conditional sales vendor therein named 
is registered as the legal owner thereof as herein provided. 


(b) <A chattel mortgage on a motor vehicle is hereby excepted from 
the provisions of Sections 8278 and 8280 inclusive, and a conditional sales 
contract on a motor vehicle is hereby excepted from the provisions of Sec- 
tions 7594 and 7596 inclusive, insofar as they relate to the filing of chattel 
mortgages and conditional sales contracts except the duration of said liens 
shall be and remain as specified in Section 8279. 


(2) Whenever a mortgagee in a chattel mortgage deposits with the 
registrar of motor vehicles the original, or a copy of said mortgage accom- 
panied by a certificate of a notary certifying to the same as a true and 
correct copy of the original, the said mortgagee shall be registered as the 
legal owner under the provisions of this act, or whenever a conditional sales 
vendor deposits with the registrar a conditional sales contract or a copy 
thereof accompanied by a certificate of a notary public certififying to the 
same as a true and correct copy of the original, the said conditional sales 
vendor shall be registered as the legal owner under the provisions of this 


act. Such registration and the depositing of said mortgage or conditional 


sales contract or a copy thereof shall be constructive notice of the said 
mortgage or contract and its contents to subsequent purchasers or encum- 
brances. Provided, however, that except for criginal registrations, all sub- 
sequent conditional sales contracts, mortgages or liens deposited with the 
registrar of motor vehicles for filing must be accompanied with the original 
certificate of ownership or duplicate thereof covering the motor vehicle in 
question, and the amount of any such subsequent sales contract, mortgage 
or lien be immediately noted upon said original or duplicate certificate of 
ownership by the registrar of motor vehicles. No chattel mortgage or lien 
shall be valid as against creditors or subsequent purchasers of any motor 
vehicles unless the unpaid balance of any mortgage or lien is noted upon 
said original or duplicate certificate of ownership, such notation having 
been made by the registrar of motor vehicles. The conditional sales ven- 
dor and/or mortgagee shall have ten (10) days from and after execution of 
said conditional sales contract or mortgage within which to file said ori- 
ginal or certified copies of said documents with the registrar of motor 
vehicles during which period the rights secured thereby shall be prior and 
superior to the lien or claim of any subsequent purchaser or encumbrancer, 
and thereafter rights shall accrue as of the time of filing with the registrar 
as aforesaid. 


(d) Upon default under a chattel mortgage covering a motor vehicle 
the mortgagee may foreclose his mortgage as in the case of other per- 
sonal property, and upon default under a conditional sales contract cover- 
ing a motor vehicle the vendor shall have the remedies prescribed by Sec- 
tion 7597 upon delivery to the sheriff of the original instrument or a copy 
certified by the registrar of motor vehicles, and in case of attachment of 
motor vehicles, all the provisions of Section 8283 shall be applicable ex- 
cept that deposits must be made with the registrar of motor vehicles in- 
stead of the county treasurer. 


(e) In the event any conditional sales vendor or assignee or chattel 
mortgagee or assignee fails to surrender certificate of ownership to the 
owner of motor vehicle within twenty (20) days after receiving final pay- 
ment on conditional sales contract, assignment or mortgage, he shall be 
liable to pay said owner the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) and the further 
sum of one dollar ($1.00) for each and every day thereafter that he fails 
to surrender said certificate of ownership, recoverable in a civil action.

A Republican, he was elected to the House of Representatives for the 
Sixteenth and Seventeenth sessions and to the Senate for the 1923 and 
1925 sessions.

In later years, Dr. Rhoads moved to the State of Washington and 
practiced his profession there. During the latter years of his residence 
in Montana he was president of the State Medical Service.

The following communication from the Governor was received and read:

The President of the Senate, 
Senate Chamber, 
Helena, Montana. 


Herewith I am returning Substitute Senate Bill No. 18— 


An Act to repeal certain Sections of Chapter 306, Revised Codes of 
Montana of 1935, all relating to farm storage of grain, 
without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


The main reason urged in support of the proposal to repeal the Statutes 
referred to seems to have been that the Sections mentioned are not now 
being used. 


This argument does not impress me when viewed in the light of past 
experiences of the wheat growers. At the present time the wheat grown in 
Montana is being handled through wheat loans and the AAA. How long this 
condition will continue no one can say. .Members of your honorable 
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body will recall that following the first World War there was a collapse 
of wheat prices, and there will probably be none to deny that a similar 
situation may follow the close of the present war. 


The Sections attempted to be repealed were enacted to afford a meas- 
ure of protection to the wheat growers, and it may be that he will need the 
same protection following the current conflict. On the Statute books they 
can do no harm, and in the event of an emergency they may prove a wel- 
come source of benefit to the wheat grower. 


_ For the reasons outlined I am moved to withhold approval, and Sub- 
stitute Senate Bill No. 18 is therefore returned to you.

(f) Such other information as is required by the commission or that 
the city manager may deem advisable to submit; 


(g) The recommendation of the city manager as to the amounts to be 
APprOprieua with reasons therefor in such detail as the commission may 
irect. 


A sufficient number of copies of such estimate shall be prepared and 
submitted, that there may be copies on file in the office of the commission 
for inspection by the public.”

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report of the Joint Committee on State Governmental 
Organization was submitted: 


REPORT OF JOINT COMMITTEE ON STATE GOVERNMENTAL OR- 
GANIZATION TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE SENATE AND THE 
SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
TWENTY-SEVENTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE 
OF MONTANA: 


Pursuant to the provisions of House Joint Resolution No. 1, which 
reads as follows: 


“A resolution providing for the creation of a joint committee from the 
House of Representatives and the Senate of the State of Montana for the 
purpose of studying and investigating the present governmental organiza- 
tion of the State of Montana in all its departments, with a view to the 
recommendation of legislation at this present session of the Twenty-seventh 
Legislative Assembly for decreasing government agencies, effecting con- 
solidations of services where compatible with the public service, insuring 
economies in operation, and elimination of alleged emergency powers, func- 
tions, and bodies.” 


Your Joint Committee begs leave to submit the following report: 


Inasmuch as this Assembly has under consideration Senate Bill No. 59 
and House Bill No. 207, each of which authorize a commission to make a 
much more thorough and complete study along the same lines of the com- 
mittee appointed under Joint Resolution No. 1; and inasmuch as that com- 
mission will have two years in which to make its study and report and 
as this report has to be made after the time limit for introducing bills to 
the Assembly, and during a time when the members of this Committee are 
very busy with other legislation, it seems best that this report should be 
confined largely to economies that can be made by executive order. Those 
economies that require legislation and constitutional amendments for the 
most part should be considered by the commission appointed under either 
of the bills referred to. This report will, however, attempt to make some 
suggestions to that commission. 


Our present Governor of the State of Montana, in his message de- 
livered to the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly, made the following 
pertinent statement: 


“May I direct your attention to the great increase in offices, depart- 
ments and employees during the past several years, and resulting therefrom, 
an alarming growth in the cost of our Government. With this has come 
needless and expensive duplication of service. There is a pressing need for 
the re-organization of our entire State business structure, involving con- 
solidation of offices, boards, departments and particularly, functions of 
Government; the eliminating of duplications; better coordination and 
strengthening of administrative responsibility. If we have the will and 
courage for it, retrenchment can be had without impairing any essential 
Governmental function.” ’ 


NEED FOR RE-ORGANIZATION LONG RECOGNIZED 


The need for re-organization of the Montana State government has been 
recognized for more than twenty years. The Sixteenth Legislative Assembly 
provided for the creation of a State Efficiency Commission which made 
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its report to Governor S. V. Stewart, November 1, 1919. Although analysis 


of the State Governmental structure was made with certain definite recom- 
mendations for re-organization and improvement in efficiency, few of the 
recommendations were put into effect. Similar re-organizations have been 
recommended regularly by other incoming Governors with very little ever 
having been accomplished. Several states, notably Illinois, Minnesota, 
Rhode Island, Kentucky, Indiana, Michigan, Massachusetts and Nebraska 
have, within the past few years, effected a complete re-organization of their 
state government. 


The State Legislative Assembly has created many of our State Bureaus 
and Offices in response to persistent popular demands. The state is fre- 
quently required to enter into a new activity on account of growing popula- 
tion and development of resources. Additional supervision, or regulation 
by State authority is demanded to furnish more adequate protection to the 
people. 


But, the Legislative Assembly is very often betrayed into an illogical 
position. A new office, or bureau, is frequently created to perform a func- 
tion closely related to the work already being done by an existing office or 
bureau, when instead of creating a new office or bureau, the legislature 
should have provided for the necessary extension of power of an existing 
office. 


Constitutional limitations make any immediate or complete re-organ- 
ization impossible. Constructive progress, however, demands the formation 
and acceptance of a more efficient organization plan which may be fol- 
lowed in a long-time program. Necessary constitutional amendments will 
have to be submitted later and legislative changes should conform to the 
accepted plan for re-organization. 


Most of the boards, commissions and officials have no connection with 
each other, in spite of the close relationship of purpose. About the only 
link that binds them to centralized control of State Government is the ap- 
pointing and reviewing power of the Governor. 


Constitutional elective executive officials have no correlating connection 
with any of these groups except as individual members of boards and com- 
missions. It would seem to us entirely possible and practical to form 
groups or departments of related agencies, probably around, or based upon 
our present constitutional boards and offices. 


EXECUTIVE RESPONSIBILITY DIFFICULT 


The Governor is vested with the supreme executive power of the state 
and it is his duty to see to it that the laws are faithfully executed. Yet, a 
number of departments, boards, and commissions have little or no direct 
connection with the Governor, and in other instances, the lines of authority 
are not set up clearly. Even if the Governor had the authority with which 
he is nominally vested, it would be impossible for him to keep in touch with 
all the boards, commissions and offices that at the present exist, let alone 
to supervise and coordinate their activities. It goes without saying that 
the Governor cannot supervise all activities of the executive office and act 
as a member of fourteen or more boards, many of whose activities are to 
a large extent comparatively unimportant and on which his membership 
bears no more weight than that of any other member of the Board. He 
must spend a great deal of time taking care of the petty details of the ad- 
ministration of the various boards of which he is a member. A much more 
effective administration could be obtained by placing such activities under 
some existing department which is indirectly responsible to the Governor, 
through its department head. 


So far as elective officers are concerned, (six outside of the Governor) 
it is impossible for the Governor, or any other body, to exercise control 
over them, since they are responsible to the voters of the State, rather than 
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to the Governor or the Board of Examiners. Present day administrative re- 


organization is providing for fewer elective officers, usually only three in- 


f cluding the Governor. 


WEAKNESS OF ADMINISTRATIVE BOARDS 


A system, of Government composed largely of boards and commissions 
is a decided weakness in the present administrative set up of the state. 
Boards and commissions are advisable when determining policies and con- 
sidering questions requiring deliberation and discussion. However, for pur- 
poses of administration where quick energetic action is desired, a board of 
commission constitutes the very poorest type of administrative unit. 


The abolition of all present boards and the combining of like activities 
into a limited number of departments, with, if necessary, a limited number 
of advisory boards to pass upon policies requiring deliberation, would be of 
much advantage for efficient administration. All closely allied functions 
should be grouped into one department in order that these activities might 
be properly supervised and coordinated. The duplication of like activities 
should be eliminated as far as possible. 


NEED FOR A SYSTEM OF PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION 


The State has no definite system of personnel administration. The 
Board of Examiners or Governor may discharge any employee of the State, 
for reason. All department heads have varying degrees of control over 
employees in the department; some can hire and fire at will, sometimes 
with only a mere semblance of reason. After each election, each newly 
elected officer usually brings with him an entire new staff, or else he builds 
up a new staff as soon as possible after election, by weeding out former 
employees as rapidly as he can and still maintain some sort of office con- 
trol. Such a procedure results in a total or at least partial periodic disrup- 
tion of the State, administrative machinery. Under such conditions the 
State cannot hope to operate efficiently. A personnel system should be 
built up, based upon a graded scale with salary and promotion based upon 
efficiency and experience. 


CONSOLIDATION OF FUNDS 


Timely at this point because of the passage of House Bill No. 10 is 
the subject of funds. The State Legislature of Montana has set up a 
multiplicity of funds, the existence of some cannot be justified. The man- 
datory provisions for a great many fund accounts is not to be recommended. 
A great many accounts build up funds for a particular activity or purpose, 
while equally important funds must suffer on account of insufficient re- 
sources. The greater the number of funds the more difficult is an adequate 
system of budgetary control. A great number of funds complicates the 
works of the accounting departments and render more difficult the ascer- 
taining the exact status of the Treasury. 


In addition to the great number of state funds, there are now some 
thirty Federal trust funds handled by the Auditing department. Insofar as 
is possible, it is advisable that all revenues accrue to the general fund, and 
that various activities of the State be considered upon their own merits 
when the funds of the State are made available for expenditure through 
legislative appropriation. In other words; the expendible revenue funds 
should be limited to the general fund and a limited number of special rev- 
enue funds. The number of special revenue funds should be limited to in- 
stances where circumstances peculiar to their creation necessitate specific 
funds. 


In Montana, in addition to the general fund with its some thirty-five 
subsidiary revolving funds, there are about seventy-eight special funds, 
fifteen permanent funds and twenty-one investment funds, twelve funds of

various self-supporting activities, the receipts of which are not turned into | 


the State Treasury, twenty-one bond redemption and sinking funds and 


numerous contingent cash advance accounts to State institutions and de- — 


partments. 


FINANCIAL ORGANIZATION CUMBERSOME 


The financial organization of the State abounds with overlapping and 


conflicting duties of various departments. For example, the State Ac- 
countant examines the accounts of the state institutions, yet the State Ex- 
aminer and the State Auditor are both vested with the same authority. 


In Montana, the pre-audit of claims is cumbersome and is duplicated 
by different departments. A partial audit is carried on by the Board of 
Examiners and by the State Auditor. The examination made is incom- 
plete and a duplication of work is done by the two departments. The ex- 





—_ > —, 


amination made consists merely in ascertaining that a sufficient unexpended ~ 


balance exists in the appropriation. 


Signatures of at least two members of the Board of Examiners is re- 
quired by all claims before being presented for payment. This require- 


ment is merely a gesture, since in practice a rubber stanrp is used for the 


purpose in the office of the Board of Examiners. The Board of Examina- 
tion procedure is another step through which claims must pass before being 
presented for payment. It serves no purpose other than slowing up the 
payment of claims. It is believed that most of the difficulty and ineffi- 
ciency indicated will be given careful consideration under the provisions of 
S. B. 59 and corrective measures will be proposed. 


In conformity with Joint House Resolution No. 1, your committee has 
the following specific recommendations to offer: 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. We feel that under executive order there could be some consolida- 
tion and coordination of accounts for the various institutions, boards and 
departments, that maintain their own accounting staff, which are checked 
by both the State Accountant and State Examiner. We have a State Audi- 
tor, State Examiner, State Accountant and a State Purchasing Agent 
checking each other. We feel not all this is necessary. We recommend 
that the State Auditor refuse to issue warrants for purchase of supplies by 
the State unless approved by the Purchasing Agent. This would give the 
State Purchasing Agent a control of funds spent for supplies which we feel 
it was intended this office should have. We further recommend for con- 
sideration of the Committee appointed under Senate Bill 59 or House Bill 
207, the appointment by the Governor and under his direct supervision, a 
comptroller to have charge of all fiscal affairs of the State of Montana. 


2. At present, the Board of Equalization, takes care of most matters 
relating to revenue and taxation. However, the State Auditor collects in- 
surance and investment taxes. The Public Service Commission collects 
certain fees and licenses. The Department of Agriculture collects other 
fees and licenses. We believe there is opportunity for more centralization 
and coordination of these activities but legislative action would be required. 


38. The following agencies have to do with milk: Dairy Division of 
the Department of Agriculture, Livestock Sanitary Board, Milk Control 
Board, and the Board of Health. The Milk Control Board is a price fix- 
ing and fair trade board. If we are to have fair trade practices and price 
control boards, it is our belief that they should be centralized under vhe 
Trade Commission. It seems to us the activities of the Dairy Division, 
the Board of Health, and the Livestock Sanitary Board, as regards milk, 
could all be handled by the Livestock Sanitary Board. 


4, Under the Railroad Commission we have gasoline inspection. We 
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also have gasoline inspection under the Weights and Measures branch of 
the Department of Agriculture. We also have certain checking of gasoline 
sales by the Board of Equalizaticn. It seems to us that all gasoline in- 
spection could be centralized in the Board of Equalization. 


5. We recommend the elimination of electrical inspection under the 
Public Service Commission as we believe this inspection is done by insur- 
ance companies and municipalities. This can probably best: be done by 
doing away with the appropriation. 


6. The Department of Agriculture, the Highway Commission, the Un- 
employment Commission and Public Welfare Commission all maintain pub- 
licity divisions. We recommend the elimination of these publicity depart- 
ments, unless specific appropriations are made to support them. 


7. We recommend complete coordination of Montana’s legal staff un- 
der the Attorney General. At present attorneys are employed by the Board 
of Equalization, the Highway Commission, Public Service Commission, Mon- 
tana Trade Commission, Unemployment Compensation Commission, Liquor’ 


| Board, Conservation Board, and the Industrial Accident Commission. "We 


believe that the Attorney General’s staff can handle most of the work now 
performed by these attorneys. We recommend all legal work done by at- 
torneys for the State of Montana should be under the direct supervision of 
the Attorney General and outside attorneys should only be employed with 
the Attorney General’s approval. 


8. The Welfare Department maintains a Research Division and a Pur- 
chasing Division. We believe the Purchasing Division could be eliminated 
and this work carried on by the State Purchasing Agent. Considerable 
economy could be had in research and statistics with a smaller staff. 


9. We recommend that payments under general relief be very greatly 
curtailed in this time of employment for all who want to work. This saving 
would make possible increased payments on old age assistance and other 
forms of public welfare. 


10. In the State Superintendent’s office, there is a State supervised 
correspondence school. This correspondence school division, if confined to 
the scope for which it was created, would require a much lower appropria- 
tion. 


11. We recommend that the Temperance Commission with the budget 
of $5,000.00 be eliminated, unless some real results can be assured. 


12. We recommend a study of the Highway Department under Senate 
Bill No. 59 and House Bill No. 207, for the purpose of reducing operating 
costs. 


13. In the Liquor Board, we recommend the elimination of this Assist- 
ant Administrator. We believe the salaries in the liquor stores should be 
reduced to be more in line with the lowest paid elective county officers 
and with salaries paid workers of like qualifications in private industry. 
We recommend a study of our present liquor administration to see if 
economy could be had by the elimination of some retail liquor stores. 


14. At the present time, the custodial institutions have superintendents 
for the most part that are experienced scientific men. These men are 
doing a good job in their respective lines, but they are not necessarily 
business executives. We think that a saving in most of the custodial in- 
stitutions could be had by the appointment of a business manager. We 
think the savings would result in many times the salary of such a business 
manager and would relieve the superintendents of details for which they 
are neither experienced or qualified and allow them to give their talents 
and time and energy to the inmates of these institutions. This applies 
especially to the Hospital for the Insane. 


15. The State Depository Board, composed of Governor, State Treas- 
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ury, and State Auditor has never functioned. This board has control of 
the deposits of all state moneys and we believe it is a necessary board and 
that its duties are important to the State and it should function. 


16. We suggest a study of State insurance and that the average rate 
for fire protection net exceed fifty (50c) cents, risks and valuations con- 
sidered. Our investigations show there are some 900 buildings insured at 
this time. The yearly premiums averaged $56,662.00 in fourteen. years; 
the average loss has been $2,065.41; over the 14-year period the total loss 
has been $28,915.00; the total premiums paid have totalled $450,091.00. 


17. We recommend the repeal of the statues relating to the Veterans 
Welfare Commission. This Commission is not essential. 


18. We recommend a constitutional amendment providing that the 
clerk of the supreme court be appointed by the court rather than be elected. 


19. We recommend a more clearly marked line between the powers 
‘and duties of the State Department of Agriculture and those of the Ex- 
periment Station and Extension Service. The first should be confined to 
regulation, the latter to research, investigation and education. 


20. We recommend that the Powder Magazine Inspector be transfered 
from the office of Fire Marshall to the Bureau of Public Safety under the 
Industrial Accident Board. This will take legislative action. 


21. We recommend that the State Board of Examiners, commencing 
July 1, 1941, and not less than once each three (3) months thereafter, re- 
quire each elective and appointive officer, board, commission and depart- 
ment to justify the size of its staff, the salaries therefor, and the expenses. 
of the particular office or department; and that the board notify each such 
office or department that it will not approve claims against appropriations 
for such ensuing quarter in excess of a maximum percentage of appropria- 
tions properly allocated for the quarter. We further recommend that such 
board refuse approval to any claims not authorized in advance by the board. 


It is our thought that the language in every appropriation bill, to-wit: 
“so much thereof as may be necessary” authorizes and requires the State 
Board of Examiners to determine the necessity for expenditures under, and 
notwithstanding, the legislative appropriation. In line herewith, we recom- 
mend that the following clauses be inserted in appropriation bills for state 
offices, commissions and departments: 


“Hach and all of the above appropriations are maximum appropriations, 
and they shall be, and are hereby made, subject to the following conditions: 


(1) In the case of all departments, boards, bureaus, commissions and 
agencies which are authorized to and do collect, or are in receipt of license 
fees or charges, or cther revenues (whether the same are to be included 
in the general fund or otherwise), the State Board of Examiners is hereby 
authorized and required to decrease any of the foregoing maximum appro- 
priations at any time to prohibit expenditures by such departments, boards, 
bureaus, commissions and agencies, in excess of the income or revenue 
accruing to the general fund by and through such license fees or charges, 
and to limit expenditures under such accruals in all proper cases where there 
is a direct relation between the duties of such departments, boards, bureaus,. 
commissions and agencies, and the income from license fees and charges. 


“(2) In all cases the State Board of Examiners is authorized and 
directed to limit expenditures under the maximum appropriations above, 
provided whenever, any condition, including insufficient income, arises dur- 
ing the biennium for which appropriations are made, which the Board finds. 
may result in an excess of appropriations and expenditures over revenues.” 


22. We recommend that the Board of Education under the broad general 
powers with which it is vested by the Constitution and by statute, employ 
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an administrative executive secretary and to delegate to such official the 
| administrative powers of the board, reserving of course the determination 
| of policies, final assumption of financial responsibility, and final action on 
/ the major activities of its representative. We recommend that the Legis- 


lature in its appropriation for the Greater University, and the institutions 
under the jurisdiction of the Board of Education make adequate provisions 


| for the Board of Education make adequate provisions for the Board of 


Education and the proposed executive secretary. 


In this connection we desire to call your attention to the following ex- 
tracts from the Constitution and the Montana statutes: 


Art. XI, Sec. 11, Montana Constitution: “The general control and super- 
vision of the state university and the various other state educational insti- 
tutions shall be vested in a state board of education, whose powers and 
duties shall be prescribed and regulated by law. 


Section 853, 1985 R. C. M., provided: 


“To have general control and supervision of the University of Montana 
(all six units), and state orphans home, the state industrial school, and the 


' state vocational school for girls.” 


“The control and supervision of the University of Montana, as here- 
inbefore constituted (six units named) are vested in the State Board of 
Education, which must appoint a president and faculty for each of the 
various state institutions constituting the University of Montana and such 
other officers, agents and employees for said University of Montana and 
for its competent state institutions as the State Board may deem neces- 
sary, including a chancellor of the University of Montana, whose powers 
and duties shall be such as may be prescribed by the State Board of Edu- 
cation.” 


It will be noted in the above quotation from Sec. 853, 19385 Code, that 
the power to appoint a chancellor has never been repealed. University 


; appropriation bills in recent years have carried this provision: “It is further 


provided that the appropriations contained herein shall not be used for 
salary and expenses of a chancellor for the Greater University of Mon- 
tana.” Yet the Board still has the right to appoint an executive secretary 
of the board, a business manager, or such other administrative officers as 
the Board may deem necessary and to confer on such officer the power to 
execute the administrative duties of the Board of Education. As a matter 
of fact the Board has maintained a secretary with rather limited powers for 
several years at a pro-rated cost of about $6,000 a year. 


BOARD TO PREVENT UNNECESSARY DUPLICATION 
BETWEEN UNITS 


Sec. 855, 1985 Code, emphatically declares that: “It shall be the duty 
of the State Board of Education * * * to take such steps and prescribe such 
rules as may be necessary to prevent unnecessary duplications of courses 
of instruction in the various educational institutions composing the Univer- 
sity of Montana; to investigate carefully the needs of each of said institu- 
tions with reference to buildings, equipment and instruction; to estimate the 
necessary appropriations required for such needs, and to make recommenda- 
tions to the legislative assembly accordingly.” 


Yet it would be absolutely impossible for the Board of Education with- 
out a strong capable administrative agent to carry out the provisions of 
this section. 


The fact that Board members receive no compensation and yet are 
invested with great general and specific powers and duties including the 
appointment of such officers and employees of the Greater University as the 
board may deem necessary to take care of the active administration in- 
dicates that it was never intended that the Board should be an active

administrative body. A study of constitutional and statutory provisions 
clearly shows that without a real administrative, executive officer the 
board could not possibly function in an efficient manner. 






The present curriculum offerings at the various units of the University 
are greatly in need of overhauling in the interests of econmy and efficiency. | 
Every session the legislature is confronted with the necessity of hastily | 
determining the relative needs of the different institutions and adjusting 
their requirements to the available revenue because of the inability of the 
board to comply with its duties prescribed in Sec. 855. 


The present deplorable situation in the Greater University is largely 
the result of the lack of a strong coordinating administrative officer of the | 
State Board of Education (call him what you may) putting into execution | |) 
the powers and duties conferred upon and required of the board by law. 


23. We recommend the concentration without duplication in the office 
of the State Examiner, of reports required from counties, cities, towns and 
school] districts relating to status of outstanding bonds, warrants and other 
indebtedness and of bond interest and sinking funds. 


24. We recommend that whenever any application, for travel outside | 
the State, is made to the Board of Examiners, such application shall set 
forth the purpose of the travel, the benefit to the state, the number of days | 
absence from the state, the means of transportation, and the approximate | 
cost of the same. | 


25. We recommend that the Legislature investigate the obligations in- 
curred by the State Armory Board with a view of protecting the financial 
responsibility of the State in relation to obligations already incurred or 
which are being planned.

In explanation of the Committee’s action we submit the reasons attached 
hereto: 


The amendments to the Old Age Assistance part of the Public Welfare 
Act proposed by Senate Bill No. 92 in effect establishes an Old Age Pen- 
Sion principle. Since this type of legislation was proposed in several bills 
in both the Senate and House in the 1939 Session, and by several bills in the 
House and Senate in this Session, it is appropriate to state the reasons 
controlling the Committee in the report that Senate Bill No. 92 do not pass. 


) 





FIRST: This Bill and others requiring the payment of $40.00 per month 
to aged persons otherwise eligible regardless of need is not consistent with 
the Public Welfare Act or the Old Age Assistance plan of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The Federal Social Security Act under which Federal funds 
are available to match State funds requires that Old Age Assistance be 
granted only in cases of need, and then only to the extent of the need. The 
Federal Government will not match or contribute to any payments made 
by the State to aged persons beyond actual need, and in cases of need 
will match only up to a maximum of $20.00 per person. It results that 
any grant in excess of need would have to be paid entirely by the taxpay- 


2. ta 
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ers of Montana. It is also probable that such an amendment in the Social’ 
Security Act would present difficulties in connection with the certification | 
of each particular case to such an extent that all Federal assistance for old | 
age would be jeopardized. ; 


SECOND: Montana has been during the past four years contributing | 
in excess of one million dollars annually to old age assistance, and is now | 
making grants to approximately thirteen thousand aged persons. These | 
grants range from as little as $5.00 per month to as much as $39.99 per | 
month, the average being approximately $18.50 per person. If Senate | 
Bill No. 92 became law, the State alone, without aid from the Federal Gov- — 
ernment, would be required to pay the entire cost of raising the amount | 
from an average of $18.50 per month to $40.00 per month which would be 
in excess of $2,500,000.00 per year. This would make the total Montana | 
tax burden for Old Age Assistance alone in excess of $38,500,000.00 per 
year. The taxpayers of Montana cannot bear that load. | 





THIRD: The law as it now stands is entirely adequate to take care | 
of all aged persons who are in need. It provides that the amount of Old | 
Age Assistance granted to any person shall, when added to all other income 
or support of the recipient, be sufficient ‘“‘to provide such person with a 
reasonable subsistence compatible with decency and health.” This gives 
the county commissioners and the State Board a wide latitude to do every- 
thing necessary to supply the needs of the aged. They are not limited to 
$40.00 per month, but the Federal Government will match funds only up 
to $40.00 per month. It seems to your Committee better to leave the deter- 
mination of the proper amount to be paid in each instance to the local 
authorities rather than to attempt to fix any arbitrary amount. 


FOURTH: Senate Bill No. 92 and other similar measures are an at- 
tempt to legislate an Old Age Pension plan into the Social Security Pro- 
gram. The Federal Government has not yet adopted any Old Age Pension 
plan, and any such plan involves such vast sums of money that the taxpayers 
of the State alone cannot assume such burden.

SENATE BILL NO. 153 
INTRODUCED BY HAIGHT 


A bill for an act entitled: ‘‘An act to provide for the submission to the 
qualified electors of the State of Montana of an amendment to Section 
11 of Article XI of the Constitution of the State of Montana, relating to 
the appointment, personnel, powers, duties and terms of office of the 
State Board of Education.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 11 of Article XI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the State of 
Montana at the general election to be held in November, 1942. 
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Section 2. That Section 11 of Article XI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 11. The general control and supervision of the State Uni- 
versity and the various other state educational institutions shall be vested 
in a State Board of Education whose powers, duties and terms of office 
shall be prescribed and regulated by law. The Board shall consist of 
seven members who shall be appointed by the Governor, subject to con- 
pecs by the Senate, under regulations and restrictions to be provided 
by law.’ 


Section 8. That this amendment shall be submitted to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot, and 
as provided by law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this 
act and the following words: 


aa For the above amendment 


re Against the above amendment 


The elector shall designate his preference by marking an X in the 
square before the proposition for which he desires to cast his vote. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against the amendment herein pro- 
posed shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials and in 
such manner as is provided by law therefor and if a majority of all votes 
cast at such election for and against such amendment shall be in favor 
of such amendment, the Governor shall so declare by public proclamation 
and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the 
Constitution from and after the date of such proclamation. 


Section 5. That this act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.

1741.17; 1741.18; 1741.19 and 1741.20; creating a Montana Highway Patrol- 
men’s pension fund; and providing for retirement annuities, disability pen- 
sions, widows’ and orphans’ pensions to be paid members or survivors of 
members of the Montana Highway Patrol of the State of Montana; creation 
of patrolmen reserves; and amending Section 1741.5 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1935, as amended by Chapter 182 of the Session Laws of the 
Twenty-fifth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 1937, relating 
to qualifications of patrolmen; and repealing all acts and parts of acts in 
conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Roads and Highways.

not otherwise appropriated to carry out the provisions of this act during 
the period of time commencing April 1, 1941, to June 30, 1941 and xe- 
pealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith.”

House Bill No. 194: Introduced by Committee on Horticulture: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend the following sections of the Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1935, namely: Section 3633.4 as amended by Chapter 71 
of the Session Laws of 1937 relating to the handiinge of farm products and 
the grading and labelling, tagging and branding thereof; Section 3633.9 
relating to the intent of the act.” Referred to Committee on Agriculture. 


House Bill No. 237: Introduced by Harrison by request: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to authorize housing authorities to undertake the 
development or administration of projects to assure the availability of safe 
and sanitary dwellings for persons engaged in national-defense activities 
who would not otherwise be able to secure such dwellings within the vicinity 
thereof; to limit the initiation of the development of such projects until 
December 31, 1943; to authorize housing authorities to cooperate with or 
act as agent of the federal government, in the development and admin-

REPORT OF THE SENATE COMMITTEE OF THE JOINT HOUSE 
AND SENATE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATIONAL 
INSTITUTIONS AND AFFAIRS 


We, your Senate Committee of the Joint Senate and House Committee 
on Educational Institutions and Affairs, appointed to make recommendations 
on the housing situation and school situation at the Northern Montana 
College at Havre, Montana, and at the Montana State College at Bozeman, 
Montana, respectfully submit the following recommendations based on our 
study: 


In our study of the physical plant problems and school conditions at 
the Northern Montana College, we were very much surprised to learn that 
all building that has been done, has been accomplished only in recent years 
and with practically no help from the State of Montana. The college has 
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never had a share in any of the bond issues of earlier years, nor has it 
thus far had any direct appropriation for building purposes. 


Probably very few other state institutions in the United States have 
had such remarkable cooperation from the people in the area that the 
college serves. The people of northern Montana recognize the handicaps 
under which this college has been working in the matter of physical plant 
and have given freely of materials, money and services with results that 
have surprised many educators from other states who have visited the 
institution. 


When the college opened on September 24, 1929, classes for the en- 
rollment of 80 students could be held satisfactorily in the old junior high 
school building. At that time, the college was presented with 62 acres 
of land, which was incorporated within the city limits. On this land there 
was an abandoned one-story brick pumping station. In 1932 this building 
was remodeled and a second story added at a cost to the taxpayers of 
$12,587.86. This building, east Hall, took care of the increase in enroll- 
ment. It is a building 47 feet by 38 feet, with two stories, basement and 
sub-basement. 


As the enrollment continued to increase, it was imperative that other 
classroom facilities be provided. Pershing Hall, a structure 50 feet wide, 100 
feet long, and three stories high, was erected with relief labor, using sal- 
vaged materials from Fort Assiniboine. The construction of this building, 
which was completed in 1934, is another remarkable evidence of the faith 
of Montana people in higher education. In addition to relief labor, citizens 
of Havre volunteered to work in order that the building might be hurried 
through to completion for the ever-expanding enrollment of the next year. 
Over 200,000 bricks were hauled from Fort Assiniboine to the site of the 
building one Sunday when practically every truck in Havre was volunteered 
with a driver provided. The Chamber of Commerce financed the laying 
of brick through script, employing union brick layers at regular scale. 
Finally, when all of the materials and funds were exhausted, the students 
of the college held a rally on the campus to which townspeople were invited 
and the next morning their drive for funds netted the final $1,100.00 needed 
to finish enough rooms so that classes would have a place to meet. In the 
entire construction of this large building the taxpayers of Montana have 
invested only $9,873.96. Surely the people in that area of the state, who 
have shown tangible evidence of such vision, determination, and sacrifice, 
deserve help in furthering the development of the college in its practical 
service to our young people. 


The amazing growth of the college made it necessary to provide a 
place for students to live. Under the program of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration, a loan and grant of $200,523.00 was obtained for the con- 
struction of a Women’s Residence Hall. This building is 161 feet by 41 feet 
and four stories high. This beautiful building was erected and is being 
operated without any cost whatever to the people of Montana. The income 
from the very modest charge for room and board maintains the building 
and is paying off the bonds and interest. The building houses 111 women 
and is filled to capacity, with a waiting list. 


Last spring a two-story building 30 feet by 40 feet, which had served 
as a dormitory at the County Farm, was presented to the college. A WPA 
project for $11,500.00 was immediately provided and here, again, with the 
help of the people of the community, the building was moved in, placed on a 
concrete foundation, and is being conditioned inside and out and enlarged 
for the use of men students as a cooperative dormitory. When completed it 
will be L-shaped with a frontage of 60 feet and a length of 80 feet. There 
will be two stories, a full basement, each floor will have an area of 3,600 
square feet, and it will give excellent living quarters for college men at 
very low cost. It will be occupied at the beginning of the autumn quarter. 
This building also will be the property of the State of Montana without 
the expenditure of any tax money whatever. It is a necessity for the 
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' men of the college; and the college students, as well as the townspeople, 
| have felt that it must be completed. 


When, this, the fourth building, is finished, the college will have a 
physical plant valued at over Three Hundred Thousand Dollars ($300,- 
000.00), but which has cost the taxpayers of Montana only $22,361.82. 


The vital need of the college at present is a classroom building or 


“Administration Building” to be used for instruction of students. This 


building will cost, when completed, approximately $350,000.00, just about 
the amount that the State of Montana has already been given on this 
campus with practically no expense. We know of no other state institu- 
tion of this size in the United States which is carrying on its work under 


such difficulties. People who have visited the college during the last year 


or two have in many cases been shocked by the conditions under which the 
students have been compelled to carry on professional studies. The diffi- 
culties group themselves under three headings: too great distance be- 
tween buildings, unsatisfactory working quarters, and over-crowded class- 
rooms. : 


In order to secure space it has been necessary to rent the basement 
of the Presbyterian church, which is down town, one-half mile from the 
buildings on the campus. In this are housed the college library and various 


'classrooms. One block away is the old junior high school building in which 


there is a biology laboratory (improvised out of two classrooms) and other 
classrooms and offices. 


Anyone who watches the hundreds of students going back and forth 
on cold days in winter when faces are sometimes frozen, or during heavy 
thaws in the spring or unusually heavy rains, which have actually made it 
necessary to dismiss classes rather than subject students to serious hard- 
ship, will realize the seriousness of the problem at this institution. The 
college was compelled to take extreme measures of renting space down 
town at a cost of approximately $4,000.00 per year, because there was no 
other way of housing the growing enrollment. 


In some cases students are compelled to work in rooms that have no 
outside windows and no ventilation except hall doors which are kept open. 
Such conditions are serious, indeed. Everyone who has seen the hardships 
that are occasioned by lack of an administration building and the pitiful 
conditions under which students in this growing young Montana college 
are compelled to work feels that adequate quarters must be provided at the 
earliest possible moment for the welfare of these students and for the 
greater efficiency of their professional studies. 


Badly over-crowded classrooms, due to insufficient number of rooms and 
rapid increases in enrollment, have been a hindrance in the progress of © 
the college. Not only would the serious handicaps under which this third 
largest unit of the Greater University of Montana operates justify a build- 
ing, but also the rapid growth of the institution and the large territory that 
it serves would make this building necessary. There are indications that 
each year more young people who have been staying at home are deciding 
to enter college here because its graduates find employment. The enroll- 
ment increased 28% in the autumn of 1939 as compared with the pre- 
ceding fall, and then increased approximately 10% again in the autumn 
of 1940. 


As a matter of business-like economy, the additional needs of this 
rather large college are to be planned for one building. There will be a 
maximum need for classrooms, offices, specially-arranged laboratories, 
other working units, and a large library room. An auditorium will also be 
part of this building. Instead of having separate buildings for various 
purposes, this school can meet the imperative needs of its students by 
planning these classrooms and laboratories, offices, library and auditorium 
within one building. 
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We, your committee, therefore resolve that an appropriation of $350,- 
000.00 be placed on a referendum measure to be voted on by the people 
of the State of Montana at the 1942 general election; also that $7,000.00 
be appropriated by the Twenty-seventh Legislative Assembly for ventila- 
tion and remodeling of the buildings which it will be necessary to use during 
the following two years. Also that an additional $10,000.00 be appropriated 
for the inclusion of a course of Industrial Arts. We feel that, due to the 
fact that the boys’ classes at Northern Montana College are composed from 
the labor and farm groups of this state, there is a crying need for a proper 
course in manual training, welding, and such arts which will fit them for 
work on the farms and in the shops. 


In our study of conditions at Montana State College at Bozeman, Mon- 
tana, we have found that the present library, situated on the second floor 
of the Montana Hall, so overweights the structure that it is a dangerous 
hazard and if not taken care of in some manner is very likely to cause 
serious damage or accident to the students. Under the present arrange- 
ment in the library, there is inadequate room and facilities for the student 
research work. We therefore recommend the construction of a new library 
and have received an estimated construction cost of $225,000.00. 


The Chemistry building is carrying a heavy load of students, a total 
of 2289 students made up the chemistry classes during 1939-1940, and at 
present classrooms are being maintained in unsanitary basement rooms 
and a makeshift lecture room has been installed in the attic. This is very 
impractical and results in the students not receiving full value from the 
lectures, especially in chemistry, where demonstrations must be made for 
the classes. Over half of the pupils are so far from the laboratory desks 
during lecture periods, that it is impossible for them to see the demonstra- 
tions clearly. It is necessarily small, and in case of fire would be a definite 
death trap. Their laboratory classrooms are so crowded that about five 
additional periods are required to attain the same teacher load which 
would be normal with an addition to the building. We therefore recom- 
mend for your consideration two wings to be built on the present chemistry 
building, one for a lecture room and the other for additional laboratory 
classrooms. 


The dairy division at present is housed in inadequate and close quar- 
ters in one end of the Chemistry building. This is both unsanitary and 
unsatisfactory from a teaching and actual demonstration standpoint. At 
present, a class of 14 is all that can be handled at one time. 


The wool laboratory is at present endeavoring to study in one section 
of an old barn, poorly lighted and entirely too small, and a building which 
is in such condition that it should be abolished. The purpose of this wool 
laboratory is to determine the proper shrinkage of wool for marketing pur- 
poses. It has been determined in the ordinary sale of wool there is a wide 
variation in shrinkage, to the loss and detriment of the wool growers. The 
gross value of Montana’s 1941 wool clip has been estimated at $10,289.644, 
and the fact that the wool growers of Montana are interested in the type 
of assistance mentioned in this report is evidenced by the fact that they — 
have deposited with the Director of the Montana Agricultural Experiment © 
Station the sum. of $2,000 to be used to purchase wool testing equipment as 
soon as a laboratory is provided. Services which can be rendered to the © 
wool industry of Montana when a satisfactory wool laboratory and equip- — 
ment are provided are: 


(1) Evaluate quality of individual fleeces of purebred breeding stock 
for registered growers—a 1% reduction in shrinkage of Montana’s wool clip © 
would increase the value of the clip by approximately $99,000.00. 


(2) Determine shrinkage and market values of commercial wool clips 
—through more intelligent marketing of wool, growers should be able to — 
increase their returns by at least 25c per ewe or $81,200.00 on the 1941 clip. © 


(8) Use facilities of a wool research laboratory for training college 
students, short course students, and commercial wool producers in matters — 
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pertaining to wools and the wool industry, thus providing increased incen- 


tive for the production of better wool and the use of better methods of pre- 


paring wool for market. 


A small machine has already been installed in the present building 


which removes the dirt from the wool. This dirt amounts to from 30 to 
45 per cent; hence, by eliminating the dirt, much money is saved in freight 
costs and the quality of the wool is greatly enhanced. This may be the 
beginning of processing the wool to its finished scoured state within the 
state, and will mean a saving of hundreds of thousands of dollars to the 


wool industry | of Montana. It is therefore our recommendation that a 
Separate building to house the dairy industry and wool laboratory be con- 
structed at an estimated cost of $85,000.00 


The pattern and moulding shop at present is housed in an old stone 
building of about half capacity for the present engineering courses. This 
is an old stone structure which was one of the original buildings on the 
campus. The need of two additional classrooms in the pattern and moulding 
shop can be taken care of by adding a wing to the present building at an 
estimated cost of $65,000.00. 


The present service shop and garage are of frame construction, and 


| due to their proximity to the Main Hall, are dangerous fire hazards, as the 
floor joists and supports are rotting out very rapidly, and we recommend

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the abolishment of these buildings and the construction of a new service 
shop and garage at the lower end of the campus, where expensive con- 
struction would not be needed. This building can be constructed for about 
$30,000.00 on present costs. The additional requirements of the heating 
plant, boilers and additional distributing line to properly service and heat 
these buildings, is estimated at $50,000.00. 


Our recommendations are not to construct the new mathematics and 
physics building which has been asked for, as your committee believes that 
with the additions heretofore recommended this $190,000.00 request can be 
eliminated. In order to do this and still have the required classrooms, we 
recommend the inclusion of $45,000.00 for repairs and remodeling in a 
contingency fund. This will permit of safeguarding and remodeling of the 


| Military Science Hall and the floor and under-structure of the women’s 


dormitory; the remodeling and the building of classrooms in the present 


library; and such additional small remodeling as we have considered. 


Our total recommendation for the Montana State College is a refer- 
endum to be placed before the electors of this state in the 1942 general 


| election for the erection of necessary additions and remodeling of the pres- 
ent physical plant in the sum of $690,000.00. 


Undoubtedly there are duplications overlapping in the teaching of 


| major educational courses and the lack of correlation can be overcome to 
a large extent by the appointment of an Educational Commissioner. This 


Commissioner in our judgment should first be a man who is an educator; 


‘second, a man who possesses sound business experience and third, one who 


has the proper amount of tact and diplomacy in regulating and coordinating 


|-greater efficiency in our state educational institutions. After careful con-

| sideration we believe a man with these qualifications can be found in the 


State of Montana who is capable and will meet these requirements. 
. Therefore we commend to the Committee on Appropriations that in the

HOUSE BILL NO. 202. INTRODUCED BY COMMITTEE ON 
JUDICIARY. 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act for the submission to the qualified elec- 
tors of the State of Montana of an amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Montana making the terms of office of certain elective 
and appointive officers, not enumerated in Sections 4 and 5 of Article 
XVI of the said Constitution, as amended by the adoption of the pro- 
visions of Chapter 98 of the Session Laws of 1987, conform to such 
amendment by the amendment of Sections 19 and 20 of Article VIII 
and Section 6 of Article XVI of said Constitution, relating to the terms 
of office of County Auditors, County Attorneys, Justices of the Peace, 
and Municipal Officers.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Sections 19 and 20 of Article VIII and Section 6 of 
Article XVI of the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended as 
hereinafter previded, and that the question of such amendment be submitted 
to the qualified electors of the State of Montana at the general election to 
be held in November, 1942. 
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Section 2. That Section 19 of Article VIII of the Constitution of the 


State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended, so as to read as 
follows: 


. “Section 19. There shall be elected at the general election in each 
county of the state one (1) county attorney, whose qualifications shall be 
the same as are required for a judge of the district court, except that he 
must be over twenty-one (21) years of age, but need not be twenty-five 
(25) years of age, and whose term of office shall be four (4) years, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. He shall have a salary 
to be fixed by law, one-half of which shall be paid by the state, and the 
other half by the county for which he is elected, and he shall perform. such 
duties as may be required by law.” 


Section 8. That Section 20 of Article VIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended, so as to read as 
follows: 


“Section 20. There shall be elected in each organized township of each 
county by the electors of such township at least two (2) justices of the 
peace, who shall hold their offices, except as otherwise provided, in this 
Constitution, for the term of four (4) years. Justices’ court shall have such 
original jurisdiction within their respective counties as may be prescribed 
by law, except as in this Constitution otherwise provided; provided, that 
they shall not have jurisdiction in any case where the debt, damage, claim 
or value of the property involved exceeds the sum of three hundred ($300.00) 
dollars. There shall also be elected in each organized township of each 
county, by the electors of such township, at least two constables, who shall 
hold their offices for a term of four years.” 


Section 4. That Section 6 of Article XVI of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana, be, and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 


“Section 6. The Legislative Assembly may provide for the election or 
appointment of such other county township, precinct and municipal officers 
as public convenience may require and their terms of office shall be as 
prescribed by law, not in any case to exceed four (4) years, except as in this 
Constitution otherwise provided.” 


Section 5. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed on the official ballot provided by 
Section 678 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1935, and as provided by 
law, and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the 
following words: } 


ot FOR THE ABOVE AMENDMENT. 


ot AGAINST THE ABOVE AMENDMENT. 


The elector shall designate his preference for either of the propositions 
by marking an “X” before the proposition for which he desires to vote. 


Section 6. The vote cast for and against the amendment herein pro- 
posed shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment, the Governor of the State shall so declare by public proclamation, and 
the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Constitu- 
tion from and after the date of such proclamation. 


Section 7. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after its 
passage and approval.

Herewith I am returning Senate Bill No. 44, entitled: “An act relating 
to the use of county road equipment and machinery on other than county 
roads,” etc. without my approval and with my objection thereto. 


To my way of thinking, county machinery and equipment should be 
used only for the purposes for which they were purchased and needed by 
the county. Should this measure become law it would permit a county to 
enter into competition with private enterprise, and its enactment might 
prove an entering wedge to the further entry of political subdivisions of 
the State into competition with concerns operating under the laws of the 
State and contributing by way of license or taxation to the support of 
State and County governments. Further than this, its operation might re- 
sult in the use of machinery and equipment for private purposes when 
needed by a county. 


I fear, too, that such a measure would result in a county’s purchase 
of machinery and equipment in excess of its own needs in legitimate county 
work, in the expectation that it might be ready to comply with the de- 
mands of individuals or corporations applying for use of the same. 


These reasons appear sufficient to justify me in withholding my signa- 
ture from Senate Bill No. 44, and the Bill is accordingly returned to you.

PLISHMENTS OF ONE OF THEIR STALWART SONS, 
JOSEPH GREGORY RICE 


Since honesty, courage, integrity and intentness of purpose are ad- 
mittedly among the highest virtues obtained by man, and since when 
manifested in youth are the more meritorious and indicative of a great 
strength of character, we deem it highly fitting at this time to pay tribute 
and respect to Joseph Gregory Rice, a young man who stands foremost as 
the prototype of Montana youth. 


Joseph Gregory Rice, a native of Missoula, has established national 
and world records in long distance races and in doing so has brought to 
himself and to the state a credit which we cannot hope to repay. But more 
aan that, he has continually won in the important long distance race of 
ife.

SENATE MEMORIAL 
TOUCHING ON THE LIFE AND PASSING OF 
SAMUEL V. STEWART 


Former Governor Samuel V. Stewart passed away at the age of 67 
on September 15, 19389, in Helena, Montana. 


He was born in Monroe County, Ohio, on August 2, 1872, and was 
educated in the rural schools of Kansas. He graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Kansas Law School and on July 4, 1898, arrived in Virginia City, 
Montana, and entered into the practice of law. 


He served both as city and county attorney while residing there and 
in 1910 was chosen as Chairman of the State Democratic Central Commit- 
tee. 


He was elected Governor of Montana in November, 1916, and during 
the turbulent war years, and as war governor served ably in that capacity, 
and in 1921 returned to private practice in Helena, Montana. 


He served as Helena city attorney for a number of years and in 1931 
was elected to represent the people of Lewis and Clark County in the State 
Legislature and in November, 1932, was elected to the post of Associate 
Justice of the Montana Supreme Court, in which court he served until his 
untimely death. 


Governor Stewart, on April 27, 1905, married Stella Dyer Baker of 
Booneville, Ohio, who survives him as do three daughters, Mrs. Roland G. 
Keeton, Choteau, Montana, Mrs. James E. Brickett and Miss Emily Stewart 
of Helena, Montana, and one sister, Mrs. Sallie W. Stewart of Long Beach, 
California. ; 

Governor Stewart has the distinction of being the only man in the 
history of the state to have served in all branches of state government, 
namely, legislative, administrative and judicial, During his governorship, 
there were four sessions of legislature and one extra-ordinary session and 
much of the present departmental machinery of the state was established 
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as were five new counties of the state; Hill, Blaine, Big Horn, Sheridan 
and Stillwater. 


His inherent possession of qualities which go to make up a thoroughly 
good citizen and an entirely earnest and responsible public servant were 
proved amply throughout his long and distinguished career and placed him 
as one of Montana’s most able sons.

The Committee appointed to draft suitable Memorial upon the death 
of the late Frank B. Connelly submitted the following Memorial: 
SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE LIFE AND PASSING OF 
SENATOR FRANK B. CONNELLY 


Frank B. Connelly, a former member of this Body, as Senator from 
Yellowstone County, passed from this life on December 6, 1940. 


To those of us who knew him, his sterling qualities will always be in 
our memory, but for the benefit of those who are not so fortunate, and for 
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those who are yet to come, and as a token of the respect and esteem in 
which he was held it is desirable that something of his life and accomplish- 
ments be placed in the records of the Senate. 


Frank B. Connelly was born in Iowa, September 5, 1862. His youth 
was spent in Illinois, and on December i, 1885, he was joined in wedlock 
to Miss Florence Ella Hart. For 55 years their married life was an idyl of 
happiness. 


Besides his widow, Senator Connelly is survived by four sons, Frank 
G. Connelly of Billings, Kenneth A. Connelly and C. Dean Connelly, both 
of Seattle, and Glenn H. Connelly of Portland; a daughter, Mrs. Leonoir of 
Seattle; a sister, Mrs. Nannie Flannigan of San Diego; 17 grandchildren 
and 5 great-grandchildren. 


In his business he started at the bottom and reached a height attained 
by few. Immediately after his marriage he came to Billings where he 
entered the employ of Babcock and Miles, dealers in farm machinery, as 
office manager, and continued in the employ of this firm until 1898. From 
1898 to 1904 he was secretary and Manager of the A. L. Babcock Hardware 
Company, and for a short period of time he was cashier of the Yellowstone 
National Bank at Billings. In 1904 he organized the F. B. Connelly Company 
as manufacturer’s agents for farm implements and later the business of 
the company was expanded by adding equipment for construction of high- 
ways, railway grades, sewers and irrigation and drainage ditches. In 1922 
the business was again expanded as the Connelly Machinery Company, which 
handled practically every kind of machinery and became manufacturer’s 
agents and distributors for practically everthing in the equipment field. 


Success followed Senator Connelly’s every venture. Branches were 
established in various parts of the country, and at the time of his death 
the Connelly Machinery Company had offices all over the Northwest and 
Pacific Coast territory. 


In civic life he was our foremost citizen—as president of the Billings 
Midland Club, five times president of the Billings Commercial Club, and 
organizer and first president of Montanans, Inc. He gave unselfishly of his 
time and personal fortune for the public good. 


In his political life he was a faithful servant of the State. As a mem- 
ber of the State Senate from 1919 to 1923 he framed and had passed some of 
the most progressive legislation upon our statute books. 


Frank B. Connelly was a Builder—he built a gigantic business struc- 
ture, he biult a state-wide circle of friends, he built in himself a character 
which made him one of the most respected of Montana’s citizens. 


We should not grieve at his passing for his life was one of service 
and Montana is richer because of his having been one of its citizens. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Senate of the State 
of Montana, in respect to the memory of the late Senator Frank B. Con- 
nelly, do extend to the bereaved family our sincere sympathy; and, be it 
further resolved, that a copy of this Memorial be recorded in its Journal, 
and that copies thereof be transmitted to his widow and his children.

Herewith I am returning Senate Bill No. 4, entitled: 


“An act limiting the time within which an action may be commenced 
to determine the validity of a tax deed, and declaring the evidentiary effect 
of such deed,” without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


Under conditions existing in Montana the time limitation within which 
an action may be commenced under Senate Bill No. 4 is too short. 


For reasons which need not here be set forth, many of our citizens 
have been forced to move to other parts of the State, and in many cases 
far removed from their land. Recording of tax deed constitutes construc- 
tive notice and would place this class of citizens at a great disadvantage. 


Further, this act provides that if possession of property was not taken 
prior to passage and approval of the measure no action shall be commenced 
to set aside or annul deed unless commenced within one year of date of 
taking possession. 


As to those people mentioned, it is difficult if not impossible to know 
whether their property is in possession of another, and under this act if 
such condition existed all rights would be lost. The deed in either case is 
made conclusive proof of the validity and regularity of all proceedings, from 
assessment by the assessor to execution of the deed, both inclusive. This 
curative provision is entirely too broad and all-inclusive and deprives the 
owner of existing rights under our statutes and decisions of the Supreme 
Court. 


For the reasons given, I am constrained to withhold my signature and 
Senate Bill No. 4 is therefore returned.

Herewith I am returning Senate Bill No. 36, “relating to the grant- 
ing of oil and gas leases on State-owned lands”, etc., without my approval 
and with my objections thereto. 
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I am advised by the Attorney General of the State that this Bill con- 
travenes Section 11 of the Enabling Act, which provides in part that “all 
lands granted by this act shall be disposed of only at public sale after ad- 
wertising.. .14 


The Supreme Court of this State has held that an oil or gas lease con- 
veys an interest in real estate, consequently the provisions authorizing the 
leasing of any lands granted the State by the United States without ad- 
vertising and at public sale clearly violates the terms of the Enabling Act 
above quoted. 


Our duty is to protect the lands granted the State, and to obtain on 
sale or lease their reasonable value. This can be done only by public sale 
after published notice. 


This measure, should it become a law, would establish a dangerous 
precedent, and I therefore am returning Senate Bill No. 36 without approval.

Herewith I am returning Senate Bill No. 6, entitled “An act to prohibit. 
the employment of persons other than citizens by the state, counties, cities, 
towns, university, colleges or public schools and providing for emergencies,” 
without my approval and with my objections thereto. 


This measure violates the principles upon which this Nation was found- 
ed. The alien is here by invitation, and, so long as he observes our laws, 
is entitled to their protection. 


Except in certain cases five years’ residence is required before citizen- 
ship may be acquired. This measure would deprive the holder of his ‘first 
papers the right of employment until he shall have resided in the United 
States at least half a decade. 


There are hundreds of persons resident in Montana today—loyal, pa- 
triotic and truly American at heart—who. are pursuing their rights to citi- 
zenship as speedily as may be under the law, and they should not be pauper- 
ized or driven to the relief rolls, as they would should Senate Bill No. 6 
become a law. 


I should have no objection to certain restrictions covering those who 
have resided with us for years and yet have shown no disposition to become 
citizens. But this law is all-inclusive—the latter class as well as those who, 
through no fault of their own, have because of the time limitation been un- 
able to acquire citizenship. 


The framers of this measure insist that it will be an effective weapon 
in stamping out sabotage and preventing the spread of communism. I think 
the contrary is true and that many who are and have been acting in good 
faith—who sincerely and honestly believe this to be “the land of the free 
and the home of the brave’”—will by circumstances forced upon them by 
the state drift toward communism. Certain it is there should be bitterness 
in their hearts, and the respect and love they have for their adopted country 
would vanish. Under such circumstances, let me ask, what would be your 
reaction ? 


In these trying times we must maintain our balance and not permit 
sound judgment to be displaced by hysteria. 


For the reasons outlined, therefore, I am returning Senate Bill No. 6 
without my signature.

Lieutenant Winfield G. Evans; and 


WHEREAS, the State of Montana has lost a most distinguished soldier, 
a beloved citizen, and a lovable character while serving in line of defense 
and who through loyalty to duty, honesty and efficiency, was elevated_to 
the position of Lieutenant of Company “E” One Hundred Sixty-third In- 
fantry, Forty-first Division, stationed at Camp Murray in the State of 
Washington. 


Lieutenant Evans was born March Twenty-second, Nineteen Hundred 
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Two, at Bainville, Montana, and was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Winfield S. 
Evans, Jr., of Culbertson, Montana. He leaves to mourn his death his wife; 
one daughter, Donna Jeanne; his mother, Mrs. Winfield S. Evans, Jr., and 
five sisters and one brother, all of whom are living. 


Lieutenant Evans, up to the time of leaving for Camp Murray, was 
employed by the State Highway Commission, in civil life at Wolf Point, 
Roosevelt County, Montana. Lieutenant Evans enlisted in Company “E”’, 
One Hundred Sixty-third Infantry at Culbertson, Montana, March thir-
